This decision was reached at 1.30 
o’clock this afternoon when bids for 
the Conewago and Bermudian creek 
structures were opened and discussed 
by H. B. Slagle, E. C. Keefer, and 
H. J. March,

Contract to build a span over Ber­ 
mudian creek in Latimore township 
near York 
Springs was 
awarded to 
W ater H. Drawbaugh, of Dover, York 
county for $11,000. 
The original bid of Mr. Drawbaugh 
for the Bermudian creek span was 
I U ,500

A fter the

plained to Mr. Drawbaugh that their 
’estim ate -tor the Bermudian creek 
bridge submitted before the Grand 
Ju ry had amounted to $10,800 and th a t 
they could not accept his offer of 
$11,500 the contractor agreed to de­ 
duct the extra $500. 


Wagaman Brothers, of Dallastown, 
with $12,500, were the only other bid­ 
ders on the Bermudian span. 
S. S. Neely, E sq., explained to the 
contractors present

Brothers, amouned to $17,300. D raw ­ 
baugh bid $17,500 for the Conewago 
creek bridge and George Merdinger, 
of Bethlehem, $19,951.
